^Qcedito aid the Government in coming 
to a decision favorablo to tho encour- 
agement of Britisli Columbians and 
British ColumLiia's industrial classes'! 
We might cite many precedents in sup- 

■ .port'Of the action which wo say the 
GoT^fanient ought, in a spirit of fair- 
ness to the country at large, to adopt. 

.i,'l?'o"'goo'd-has yet come from tho en- 
couragement of foreign contrnctors on 

•' »ny public work yet undertaken in the 
Province. Failure has been stamped 
on every enterprise which they have 
undertaken. Wo do not wish to SBo 
tho expensive experiments of tlie past 
repeated now. It is true that the 
tender of a Canadian firm for drydock 

■>* construction is lIlo lowest that has been 
received. Euinor fixi\=; the liguro at 
§325,000; and the Government, when 

• they returned tho cliequcs of local 
tenderers, contemplated the acceptance 
of that bid, which every practical man 
hereabouts pronounces so low that an 
attempt to carry it out would ruin the 
conti-actors. Attached to the cull for 
tenders was an intimation that thf 
"lowest or any tender will not be 
necessarily accejjied." Tho Govern- 
ment, therefore, reserved the right to 
set aside any tender which they might 
deem too Imo. -This is in accordanc.' 
with their own ]irecedent established 
five years ago. In 1878, when tho 
tenders for tho eofl'erdani wore receiv- 
ed, the Government discarded one bid 
of §22,000, and accepted tho next 
highest, whicli was about §49,000. Tlio 
reason given for tlio adoption of thi.s 
course wis tLat the sum asijed by 
the lowest tenderer woukl not pay foi- 
the material required >u the construc- 
tion of the dam. The same rule will 
hold good in the matter of tho dock. 
The Government having received a 
ridiculously low tender from a firm 
who have never been on tho ground, 
and possess no information whatever 

• as to the state of the labor market and 
the accessibility of materials required 
for the work, would be perfectly justi- 
fied in discarding that bid and consider- 
ing the lowest bona Jldc local tender 
prepared by men wiio liavo had prac- 
tical experience on works of tlie kind 
in other countries and wlio understand 
the responsibilities which they are pre- 
pared to assume. But there is another 
point to which we deem it our duty to 
draw attention. It is the extremely 
irregular if not illegal manner in which 
local tenders were recfived and treated. 
Local bids were required to be handed in 
at the Laud CiH e not later thnn t'le 

- 27th of December. It is reported that 

" the tenders so handed in were opened 
a day or two afterwards and the figures 
ascertained ; and that as late as the 
18th of January tenders from abroad 

' were received at the Lands and Works 
and entertained. To show the reader 
how diflVrenily the Dominion Govern- 
ment act under similar circumstances 
we will cite one instance. Several 
years ago tenders for the erection of 
the penitentiary at New Westminster 

, were directed to be sent to Ottawa not 
later than a .,ertain date. Two firms 

, of local contractor.s i)rcpared bids and 
dispatcheu Ihcm to Ott.'iwa. One reach 
ed the iToderal Capital on the date 
fixed in tho advertisement. The other 
arrived there .several days later ; and 
although itH coming was lieralded by 
telegraph, aiul proved to be several 
thousand dollars lower than the tender 
first received, it was not entertained 
because the time limit hxod in tht; ad- 
vertisement had not been observed. 

The plain duty of the Goviu-nment, 
it would seem, is to discard all ten- 
ders received by them after the 
27th of December, and to set aside 
any tender which (as in the case of the 
cofferdam) may be too low. Tho adop- 
tion of this course would bring them to 
the consideration of the lowest respon- 
sible local bid, sent in by men whoso 
all being invested in the Province 
would have tho strongest po.ssible in- 
ducement to employ local labor and 
purchase their plant and supplies here 
instead of bringing them from abroad. 
If tho drydock is to confer any benefit 
on the Province whilst its construction 
is underweigh it will be through tho 
awarding of the contract to local men 
who will feel that they are under an 
obligation, as it were, to tlieuiselves as 
well as to tho countr}' to encourage 
home industries. It is the duty of 
British C'oliinibians to' conserve their 
own interests and to assist by voice and 
signature the advancement of the 
prayer of tho petition now in circula- 
tion.

St. John, KB.,' Jan. 16.— At the 
meeting of the St. John Presbytery in 
Moncton tho otiier day a letter was 
road from Rev. S. Houston, of Bath- 
urst, who was present, asking an inves- 
tigation into a charge preferred by 
him against Rov. Wui. Slitchell, of St. 
John, in connection with a rumour 
said to have been spread by Mr. Mit- 
chell to the effect that ho (Rev. Mr. 
Houston) had delivered a plagiarized 
sermon "not a hundred miles from 
Toronto'' last year. Mr, Mitchell had 
boon notified of Mr. Houston's inten- 
tion to ask for the judgment of the 
Presbytery in tho premises but did not 
attend the meeting. The matter, it- is 
said, will be dealt with at the next 
meeting of tho presbytery. 

MoXTREAL, Jan. 19.— A character 
very well known in Montreal as "Gov- 
ernor "Wescott died here to-day at 
noon, He had at ono time been a 
gentleman of wealth and position in 
tho South, but was driven from bis 
native State of Florida when the war 
of tho rebellion closed with the down- 
fall of the Confederacy. From first to 
last lie maintained the most undying 
contempt for what ho called "Yankee 
institutions, '' and notwithstanding 
that his relatives were enjoying wealth 
and position in Florida, the Governor 
never would return to his native land. 
Ho was born ia Alexandria, Va., in 
1S02, but wa.s a scion of a well known 
New Jersey family. Ho was a Demo- 
crat, and served politically and iu the 
aiuiy under President and General 
Jackson, and was a judge and a Gover- 
nor of Florida before its admission to 
the Union. Ho died as ho had 
livt'il, in a most eccentric fashion. 
Having said this morning to Mr. Alfred 
Perry, who attended him in his illness, 
"I am going to die at two o'clock, close 
my eyes and cross my arms," he singu 
larly enough died accordingly. Order:, 
were given to have his body embalmed, 
and it will bo sent to the South to his 
friends, 

1^1 r. E. V. Bodwell, late Superinten- 
dent of tho Welland canal, is in Otta- 
wa. Ho has been appointed account- 
ant of the Canada Pacific railway in 
British Columbia, and will exercise 
control over the expenditure, lie has 
been assured that the Government has 
every confidencn in his integrity, and 
that there are no personal reasons for 
his removal. The salary attached to 
his new position is $400 less than he 
tormerlv received.

Ho quoted 
tho testimony of the hlstoriflii Froude 
against tho princi[)lo of private jn-o- 
perty of the land. lie also quoted ap- 
provingly from the New York 'Nqtipn 
against tlio idea of immigration its a 
remedy for tho distrt'.ss of that country. 
Ho did not propo.se to imitate the 
example of Prussia and other conti 
nental countries where feudal tenure 
obtained and was fouml to be a failure 
and was abandoned. ITo proposed to 
give the opportunity to every occupy- 
ing fanner in Ireland to bccoino the 
owner of Ills own farm. Tlvo speaker 
roferrod to tlif' proposition of .lohn 
Bright for :\ company to advance tho 
money for tho piircliaso of Irish fanii.s. 
In conclusion Mr., PaiiioU said that

In a country village a few 
wolves cfinio boldly at mid-day into 
the inn yard- and devoured an ass; and 
at S/.alouta a shepherd was killed and 
eaten as ho was pa.<ising along tho road 
at night. 

There is evidently a fiimily quarrel 
going on amongst tho Liberals" in Eng- 
land.

Mr. Gladstone's 
personal reputation not only for ac- 
curacy, but for voracity, is being as- 
sailed. ■ And moantimo Lord Beaconii- 
field lioULs )iis peacu like a mati of 
genius, and tightens his grasp on the 
lines ()f his foreign policy. 

Truth learns, with as much disgust 
ns regr(;t, that Lord Beaconsfield has 
lately been so rcjicatudly worried by 
threatening letters that he has felt it to 
be his duty to place them in the hands 
of the (y'liicf Constable of fiis county, 
and that in consequence of the in- 
quiries the Chief Constable has inadn, 
ho has dpomcd it advisable to ]ilace al- 
most ft cordon of police around Hugli- 
endon. At present, however, no clue 
has been obtained to the author of the 
letters. 

A shocking murder is reported from 

Stuttgart, where a few days ago five 
person.s out of a family of six were in 
the morning found dead. The neigh- 
bors heard no screams or othci* indica- 
tions of the deed. The family con- 
sisted of the parents and four children. 
The survivor, a girl 13 years of age, ac- 
cuHi'S an uncle, who had been at their 
house tho night before, and who had 
been in violent dispute with her father, 
of having porpetrated the crime. The 
uncle, who was found drunk at an inn, 
has been arrested.

"H. Wall," "the registered proprietor 
of the sole. liberty of representing, or 
performing, .or causing, or permitting 
to be represented or performed, the 
above song." This gentleman writes 
from the "Authors', Composers', Artists' 
Coyiyriglit and Performing, right Pro- 
tection Ofiice, 8 Colcbrooke-row-Isling- 
tion, N. ;" and he appends a footnote, 
explaining that "legally £10 may be re- 
covered, together with costs of suit — 
viz., £2 for singing the music, .£2 for 

singing the words, £4 from jMr. 

for having caused or permitted the per- 
formancc,and .£2 frbm the instrumont- 
al performer." Such is the present 
state of the. law of copyright in Eng- 
land.

I pedestrians, a jeweller's shop in Fleet 
street was broken into. Thn premises 
were closed at tho usual hour, the gas 
being left alight in the shop. A man 
who had been loitering about made a 
dash at tho window, and smashing tho 
glass with BOino heavy instrument, 
snatehed away all the. watches and 
chains he could ia the moment lay hia 
hands upon. Under cover of tho 
weather ho escaped with his booty. 

The announcement has been made, 
no one knows where, to the effect 
that tho Prince of Wales' two sons, 
who are serving on board the Bacchante, 
have beoii tatooed on the nose with In- 
dia ink.

Calcraft, the London hangman, who 
has Just died, had a wonderful anti- 
pathy to reporters. lie treated their 
preseneo in the preliminaries of tho 
executions with as much brusqueness 
as he dared; and at a hanging at New- 
gate, just before he was leaving his 
"trade," ho remarked to a distinguish- 
ed member of the fourth estate, "I 
wish I had tho stringing up of onn of 
you beggars of reporters before I chuck 
it up." 

Since tho heavy fall of .snow which 
took place in Paris in tho hoginning of 
December, an average number of 17,- 
250 workmen, with 3,97G waggons and 
carts, and 7,500 horses, have daily been 
employed in clearing tho streets. De- 
spite, however, the large number of 
laborers engaged, the work has pro- 
ceeded but slowly. It is oalculattd 
that during tho storms on the 6th and 
8th of December 7,500,000 cubic 
metres of snow fell in Paris; while dur- 
ing the 16 days between tho last down- 
fall and Christmas Day onl^v G70,000 
cubic metres could be carted away. 
The most rapid way of getting rid of 
the snow was found to bo to melt it by 
scattering salt over it, but this metiiod 
was also found to be too costly to be 
employed except along tho tramways, 
and in some of tho moat frequented 
thoroughfares. A vast number of other 
expedients were suggested, but none 
proved practicable.

BiiooKLY.s-, N.Y., Jan. 19. — About 
$500 was contributed at the Tabernacle 
yesterday for the relief of the Irish dis- 
tress. The llev. Mr. Talmago said, 
"if my family were starving, and by 
theft or robbery, or force of arms, I 
could procure them food, I would not 

hesitate to . I will not finish the 

sentence, but let mo say my prayer is 
that I be not led into temptation. I 
say again, wo should assist Ireland in 
her hour of need, because her people 
have practical claims upon us hero in 
tho United States. When traitors 
sought to destroy the Kepublic, it was 
the Irish boy in blue who was among 
the first to take up arms for tho de- 
fence of tho stars and stripes. Tho 
Irishman who comes to tho United 
States -is proud of his adopted country, 
and will lose tho lasi drop of his blood 
in defence of Liberty. For this reason, 
I say, if for no other reason, wo should 
stand by Ireland when her people are 
in distress." At this point tho Rev. 
Mr. Talmage picked up a book and 
read, with great dramatic effect, tho im- 
mortal speech made by Robert Ern- 
inett to hia judge before his death. 
When Talmage came to the clause that 
referred to the time "When Ireland 
shall take her place among the nations 
of the earth," there was a suppressed 
murmur of applause. Talmage said 
that Ireland sent many of her most 
talented sons to America.
